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Biographical Note: 

Harvey Morris was born around 1852 in Salem, Indiana. He studied law under S. B. 
Voyles. In 1901, he married Martha Tucks. Morris practiced law for fifty-five years. He 
was also active in local and state politics and edited the “True Blue Republican.” Morris 
had a great interest in the history of Washington County, Indiana, and wrote several 
articles and books about the area. He died on June 23, 1937, in Salem.
